Kentucky newspapers note flic 
building of a good many silos in 
different aeetrans of the State, 
wlii.'ii may be accepted M a fa* 
vorable indioatioii'of agricultural 
progreaa.' In some parts of the 
country the silos have to a jircat 
extent worked a revolution in 
farming method*, with <v>nse- 
(|uent profit to the farmer. Tlicy 
are of especial value to the dai- 
rymay and stoeltgrower. 

The first siln in the rnitcd 
States is said tu have been con- 
structed in Westchester count v, 
New York, in 1S7.'), and the sec- 
ond silo was built at the Univer- 
sity of Illinoia. The alio is, there* 
fore, a (•(uiuiiarativcly niodcrii in- 
stitution in this country, though 
siloa at present must be reckoned 
by tlie th(Mis:nids. It was an out- 
urowte of the practice, long pre- 
valent in foreign countries, of 
preserviii}; •ireeii forage by gath- 
ering It in heaps or in pits and 
covering it over with earth, 
riiere are several types of the 
structure of varying cost and 
durability. Juat at preaent the 
concrete silo is in great favor, 
though it is of recent origin and, 
perliaps, has not 'been ao thor> 
ouglily tested as to warrant a 
certilicate of superiority. 

Silage may be made from sev 
eral kinds of crops, but corn is 
the favored product among fann- 
ers who have become interested 
in silage methods. The farmer 
who has a silo does not plant corn 
merely for the grain, but in or- 
der that he may also preserve the 
forage. Where the preservation 
process is successful silage makes 
an ideal winter feed for stock, 
cheap and nutritious and with 
comparatively- little waate. The 
silo is no longel* an experiment. 
It has been tested on thousands of 
American farms with satisfac- 
tory results and the Kentucky 
farmers who are adopting it 
shoald have no cause to regret 
the . mnovatiOB. —Uourier* Jour- 
nal.
